Tlic results of the 1919 Victory Loan arc reassuring to even 
the most pessimistic of us.

The question of supreme importance was, not how much 
money is there in the treasury but, what arc we capable of produc- 
ing, what will be our productive capabilities for the next twenty- 
five years ami, with them for security, what credit will our ncigh- 
boTK.'allow us. ' 

We have learned, therefore, the true secret of national pros- 
perity — production — and in the light of this new knowledge we can 
appreciate the real value of the recent Victor)' Loan achievement. 
\Vc now know that mere money' denominations as such mean noth- 
ing. - In so far only a,s the Victory Loan of 1919 represents Cana- 
dian resources in the strict sense of the word, is it a true indication 
of prosperity

The third nicotlng of tho Medical 
Undergraduates Society look place us 
usual last night In the AsBOTnlily Hall 
of the Now Medical Iliilldlri*K. Hcforo 
a large and enthusiastic nttdience, Dr. 
Oertel, Professor of Pathology, gava 
a most educative and Interesting ad-, 
dress on "Universities and University 
Methods of Instruction and Study." 
After a few preliminary remarks from' 
the chairman, Dr. Oertel thanl/cd the 
Society for the favor It had conferred, 
upon him In electing him as Honorary 
President, and expressed his sincere 
npprceiaUon of the good feeling that 
existed between the Society and him- 
self. 

Amidst general applause Prof. Oer- 
tel commenced his address as fol- 
lows:— 

I want to say to you a few words 
about a subject which although not 
strictly medical, is nevertheless an 
appropriate one for this audience, that 
is, on Universities and University me- 
thods of instruction and study. The 
University Introduces you to your pro- 
fession and gives you the foundation 
to stand on for the rest of your lives. 
There Is no other period which so 
profoundly Influences the education 
of a man. University study com- 
mences at a time when a man has 
reached considerable maturity of mind 
and at the same time still retains suf- 
ficient flexibility to be deeply impress- 
ed by, and to absorb amf Individualize, 
new experience. Consequently Uni- 
versity life leaves more permanent 
marks, and mouldB a man to greater 
extent than anything before or after. 

It is one of the chief purposes of all 
cultures to create Independence of the 
human race from Its own environment, 
and to use the environment for Its own 
benefit. At first this Is accompllshc/i 
on the material side by the invention 
of tools and Implements which sup- 
port and defend man. With this de- 
velopment gradually grows the desire 
for Intellectual independence and an 
effort' to Benotrate deeper into the me- 
chanism and reason of human exist- 
ence. Tho Universities of the present 
day are the products of this Intellec- 
tual movement which dates from about 
the twelftli century, whon the desire 
for rational knowledge was first felt. 
Man was no longer satisfied to see 
and to believe, but he wanted to un- 
derstand and use this understanding 
In tho practice of his life. Thus 
Paris, the first great University of the 
Western world, began Its career as a 
School for theological and philo- 
sophical discussion. The name Uni- 
versity was not original with the be- 
ginning of this intellectual movement, 
but was Introduced later, not In a 
modern senso that a University is an 
Institution where many things arc 
taught, but in the sense of being a 
school for the universal world, to 
which students .could come regardless 
of geographical or national lines. 
The name University described the 
corporation of instructors. 

The University had, therefore, from 
the start a higher standing from 
schools. It endeavored to teach sub- 
jects of a higher than the ordinary 
kind and these subjects varied with 
the importance attached to them at 
various historic periods. Thus, theo- 
logical and philosophical discussions 
were In the earliest days of Universi- 
ties of controlling Importance, then 
came law, much later science and me- 
dicine. I have already said that the 
University of Paris was primarily 
founded as a school of higher theo- 
logical training, the ancient Univer- 
sity of Dologna in Italy started as a 
law school. To the present day In 
the catalogues of the Continental 
Universities the staffs of tho theolo- 
gical and law faculties lead the lists. 

But while in external form and even 
In certain Internal matters the mo- 
dern Universities are direct descen- 
dants of those early ones, tho whole 
method of Instruction and the relation 
of Instructors and students to the Uni- 
versity and community have under- 
gone a profound change through tho 
nineteenth century. To the beginn- 
ing of the 19th century Universities 
served mainly as means of transmis- 
sion of accepted doctrines. In this 
way Universities became, through 
centuries of practice, fossilized, rigid, 
a means of tradition and only schools 
of practical dogmatism. Tho 19th 
century brought relict to this method 
of instruction through a system lu 
which Instructor as well as student 
were stimulated to independent acqui- 
sition of' knowledge and research in 
the truth: Thus It came about that 
tho student In modern University life 
is assigned a much more Important 
position than he formerly occupied. 

The purely dogmatic lectures were 
supplemented and In some instances 
entirely superceded by laboratories, 
demonstrations and original reading, 
In which the student observes and 
thinks for himself and Is obliged to 
record his observations. The teacher 
also Is to-day expected uot to simply

University Is, therefore, mold' fluid, 
active than formerly and both Instruc- 
tors and students carry a greater per- 
sonal* responsibility towards the cor- 
porate body and the community than 
they formerly did. ' 

Now lotus shortly examine 'the 
means and methods y of University 
training of tho present , day : _ There 
arc In the first place, the lectures, 
which are as It were, the remains of 
the old system of dogmatic toachins 
and they have for that reason been tho 
subject of very serious criticism In" re- 
cent times. It Is stated that the lec- 
ture has no longer a place In modern 
teaching, that it puts tho hearer en- 
tirely jnfo a passive attitude, is of no 
educational value to the student ^who 
mechanically, records tho 'instruc- 
tor's words, on paper, and thaU it, 
therefore, can never take the place 
obtained by active, personal effort. 
I am far from sharing this view. I 
believe that even in tho modern cur- 
riculum the University lecture should 
occupy an important position if pro- 
perly conducted. I think I can do 
no better than quote to you here a 
statement of Professor Paulson re- 
garding the office of the lecture: 

"Us object is to give the hearer 
seeking an introduction into the sub- 
ject, a living survey of the whole field 
and through a living personality. It 
should enlighten him concerning the 
fundamental problems' and essential 
conception of the science concerning 
tch stock of knowledge acquired and 
the method of its acquisition and 
should in this way arouse his active 
Interest in tho science and lead him 
to an independent comprehension of 
the same." 

Orcat importance should, In my 
opinion, be attached to the personality 
which presents tho science; the lec- 
turer is tho living impression of one 
devoted to the subject who spends 
his strength and life in it, he con- 
fronts tho student with its importance 
and reality. Goethe puts it strongly 
when he says "Writing is an abuse of 
language, silent reading is a 'sorry 
substitute for speoch. Whatever in- 
fluence man exerts upon man, he 
exerts through his personality." 

But quite apart from these subjec- 
tive factors, the lecturer is indispen- 
sable for tho student as .1 safeguard 
against being overwhelmed and 
drowned by the mass of tho evidence. 
It Is the only possible safe road of 
conveying to the student the relative 
importunée of- the accumulated facts 
and theories to show him their his- 
toric connections and evolution, en- 
able bYtri to appreciate the rclatl/e 
Importance of present conceptions, 
nnd point out the road of progress. 
In this way he not only learns, but ie 
od. icated. There rests, therefore, a 
heavy responsibility upon the instruc- 
tor for the lecturer presents not tlic 
parts but what he considers the qua- 
lities of a science or subject. A lec- 
ture is not a simple recital of sequen- 
tial facts and theories, but a puruonul 
view and Interpretation of a matter 
taken, as a whole from a uniform 
standpoint and as the lecturer has 
formulated it int his own mind after 
years of careful thought and research.

"Sesit'h, playing his last game for the. 
Red and White, went at top npecd 
rthroiighoiit At the conclusion, Coach 
Shaughnessy declared ihe was the beat 
flyilng wing In Canada. . , 

"The McOIll hackficld surprise-:' 
everybody with their heady and offee • 
five work. They caught faultlessly 
and ran the ball hack well. Flanagan 
was prominent with Ms good punting, 
while Anderson, one of 'the stead'lejt 
halfbacks Imaginable, ripped the visit- 
ing line to pièces, and was tho big 
ground gainer of the day. 

"Both teams lined Interference as al- 
lowed by intercollegiate rules for mak- 
ing holoa in the line, and the results 
were gratifying. Thore was Very Utile 
holding with the hands, and attempts 
at tackling In front of the ball-carrier 
were promptly called iby the officials 
The proper use of Interference was in 
direct comtrast to that used in severni 
of the games In .the.. Intwprovinclnl 
Uniion this season where holding ait:! 
tripping were the popular methods of 
taking an opponent out of tho play 
Well-informed footboîll men laugh a" 
'the Idea that interference is .wrecking 
the fall pastime. Interference .is bcins 
used In every league dn Canada, 
whether it is permitted by t.he rules 0" 
not. Shaughnessy knows how to use It 
to the best advantage, and In this ho 
Is contributing to the advancement o' 
the sport. 

"The secret of the. success obtained 
by McQlll's famous coach Is thait ho In- 
sists on strict discipline. He Is supreme 
in nH matters relative to the team, and 
the players have learned to respect |ls 
Judgment and take 'his word as final. 
Shaughnessy will hot tolerate rough 
tactics by rthe players. On Sat/urday 
not a man on either team was ruled off. 

"Shag Is a man who believes In the 
strength of his convictions and acta 
accordingly. To the average football 
fan some of his plays appear a waste 
of energy, but Shaughncssy's Idea Is' to 
conTuae the opposition, and to attain 
this purpose he will throw precedent 
to the winds and grasp at any legal 
move. The results which ho has ob- 
tained since first conning to AfcGill in 
1912 go a long way toward proving that 
his tactlos arc correct. Ho ia a nuister 
on attack, while bjs defence for the 
most part consists In charging an op- 
ponent's 'line, thus taking the Initiative 
away from them and pro-en ting them 
from working interference for the bail 
carrier. 

"A noticeable feature whloh surprised 
many here yesterday was the ability of 
the AfcGill wings to get down on punts." 

The World also predicts a showdown 
Jn the In-terfcrcnca .rules in the .follow- 
ing ax tract : 

"There will shortly bo showdowns m 
the intercollegiate and Canadian Foot- 
ball Ualons. Under existing condition* 
It Is plain that McCHJl and Shaughnessy 
wilt dominate the coilcgc series. In the 
Canadian Union some action wMl ihaya 
to be taken In the matter of national 
finals. 

"I'rom Queen's and University of j 
Toronto have come very dcoided ob- 
jections to tho methods of Mctill!. 
Shnughnessy has done nothing not per- 
mitted by the rules. The interference 
bugaboo was thoroughly threshed oui' 
before the season opened. Tho diffi- 
culty seems to be that the game at the 
Montreal University is too highly 
specialized to suit the others. Unques- 
tionably the game lias been 'improved 
by the astuto McOIll coach, and the' 
whole matte* apparently resolves itself
